A frightful accident occurred on the E. 
Si N. niihvuj; yesterday luorniut at 
10:30; aud, as a rceult, tho bndly-man- 
gled bodies of four men nave been taken 
from beneatli a mass of wreokaKC iit tl>e 
ticeue of the disu.ster— a trestle, uuniber- 
ed bridge 107, two miles north of Lady- 
riiuith — and two englnce and a number ol 
coal cars are a heap of debris. 

Tile killed are: 

KOBEKT FISHER, superintendent of 
tlie Soutll Wellington mines; 
SAM WALTON, engineer; . 
HUGH THOMSON, firemtn; 
IIBNBY SAUNDBBS, brakeman. 

The last named was a weU known 
young Victorian, wboBP death will bQ 
universally lamented. The eldest son of 
ileury Sauudere. the well known grocer, 
he hud been employed by the railway 
company off-uud-on for two months or 
nioriv, but it was only on Thursday last 
that he took the position na brakeman 
on the train which met with disaster yes- 
terday. 

Henry Saunders was a native son, hav- 
ing been born in Victoria tl^i yours ago. 
Kor a. number of years he wnt; a clerlj 
iu his father's grocery store, on John- 
son street, nud while in that capacity 
became well acquainted with many Vic- 
torians. Only recently be returned from 
the Nortli, whither ho had gono to seek 
empioymeut, and the news of his tragic 
death on the B. & N. railway yesterday 
came a.s n great shock to hte numeroua 
friends, 

hi the death of Robert Fiehor, Rritish 
Cnhimbia suffers a decided loss. Such 
'vao the remark made yeeterday by all 
who learned of his untimely death. He 
was Huporinteudeut of tho South Wel- 
lington mines, aud though having only oc- 
cupied the position for a brief period, had 
many staunch friends, who admired him 
for his many excellent qualities. He was 
in every respect an, able man— hnring i> 
technical and practical knowledge of 
mining, obtained through sorvice in Bng- 
li.sh and Scottish mining centres. Be- 
fore accepting the position with the E. 
& N'. Railway Company, which he held 
at the time oC his death, he was superin- 
tendent in tho mines of the Crow's Nctst, 
I'asM Railway Company. His wife and 
child had only recently arrived from 
England, and occupied the newly-erect- 
ed iiome which ho had prepared for them 
at Ladysuiilh. 

S'lm Walton, the dead engineer of en- 
gine Xo. 1, had been eMipfoyed on the 
road fur about tlirec ycarti. Ho was a , 
native of TuroiUo, where he lenvi'Li a wife , 
and family to mourn his siuUlen taking 
oft'. Ho WIS cou.sidered one of the most | 
experienced and careful raoit on the lino. 

Hugh Thomson, tho unfortunate fire- i 
man on No. 1 engine, was n single man, ' 
about 21 years of age, n eon of ,lohn 
Tliomsdii, of Saanich, and a brother of 
.Mrs. (Dr.) Fraser and .Mrs. (Capt.) Bis-j 
sett, I 

The accident occurred at bridge No. j 
107, which is situated about two miles , 
north of Ladytsraith. Engine No. 10— a j 
heavy mogul— was bound north with an 
empty train. Engine No. 1, a lighter one, 
with' a loaded train, was coming eouth 
from Wellington. Tho engineer on No. | 
10 must have received some warning of. 
tho approaching danger, as it is believed , 
from what can bo aecertainod, that ha 
had reversed his engine and th:il at the , 
time of the accident his train was prac- 
tically at a standstill. Both engineer ' 
and fireman on engine No. 10 escaped 
without injury. j 

The story of tho disaster is graphically I 
told in the following special despatch to , 
the Coloniist from Nanaimo: 

Nanaimo, Sept. 15. — Coal train No. 1, i 
from Alexandria, loaded, and coal train 
No, 10, from Lndysmith, empty, collided 
two miles north of Ladyemith this morn- 
ing at 10:30, killing four persons on ; 
the trains and wrecking both engines ; 
and most of the cars. The killed include . 
Robert Fisher, superintendent of the Al- 
exaiidria mines. He came here recent- 1 
ly from Fernle, B.C., where he was em- 
ployed in a similar capacity. He wn» 
.">li j-oars old and leaves a w'ife and fam- 
ily, who reside at South Wellington, j 
Airs. Fisher wa.s formerly a missionary 
to the Chinese. She in coniidelely - 
proalratcd by (l;e terrible affair. iJoiiry 
Saunders, son of tho well kniMVti Vic- I 
toriii groccr,wa:3 killed on thciipot. S:imiu'l 
Walton, engineer of No. 1, was also kill- 
ed instantly. Ho had been on the line 
two years, and loaves a wife and family 
in Toronto. Hugh Thomson, fireman of] 
No. 1, was thrown under the driving 
wheels of the (Migine. and efforts are now i 
being made to rec-over his body and Wal- j 
ton's. I'lip bodies of Mr. Fisher and i 
Henry Saunders were brought to Naiial- I 
nu) this afternoon, both shockingly man- i 
gled. Tho scene at the wreck is appall- { 
ing. The two engines have been reduced 
to scrap iron and the cars are piled on 
top of them to the height of a three- 1 
story building. Tlie trains were travel- ' 
ling at a high r.ate, both crews claiming : 
that they had received open signals and , 
wore therefore running fast. The spot 
where tho disaster occurred is in a hoi-, 
low near bridge 107, there being a slight 
incline toward the place where the trains 
met. They came together on a fillcd-iu I 
trestle, near which is a curve. When tho 
engineers saw eiaeh others' trnin np-l 
preaching they, put, on the birakes'and re- 
versed, but the speed wiis too' greafi and' I 
almost without -a check' the p'ot'ideroua 
engines plunged into one another. Mr. I 
Fisher, who Whs riding on No. 1, tried 
to jump, hut- was too late.-; the cngineq 
smashing into one another just then. He " 
was caught amongst the wrecl^age and 



frightfully mangled, his legs being prac- 
tically torn oil', his arms broken, his 
body disembowelled aud then esca[)ing 
steam completed the horror of tho acci- 
dent. Mr. Pelkey, static:-, agent at 
Ladysmith, jumped from No. 10 and 
saved himself. Walton, who died on his 
engine, was also horribly cut up and 
scalded. Young Saunders, who only , be- 
gan railway duties last Thursday; waa 
disembowelled and otherwise mangled vn> 
der the mum of wreckas«. Thomson, 
who, with Walton, Ilea lihder the wreck- 
age, is almost unrecognizable. He was 
a young, unmarried m^n. 

A wreekiug train was despatched from 
Nanaimo ae soon os the news reached 
town, and the strong -gangs now at work 
are trying to lever up the tangled mass 
of beams and iron, so a.s to get out tho 
bodies of tlie unfortunate engineer and 
fireman, It is e.xpoctod that this will 
take tlu'm 'i'l midnight. 

Men who were on the train say the sig- 
nals were all right for both, and that 
thoy were travelling at a high rate at 
the spot described, each engineer believ 
ing he had a perfectly clear track. It is 
alleged here tluit No. 1(1 was reiiorted on 
tho siding at J./adyt^niith when it wa,s on

the woy to the fatal, spot at bridge 107. 
This is the first accident of the kind ou 
the B. & N. railway. The line will pro- 
bably he open early to-morrow morning. 
The force of tho collision was so great 
that two loaded ears shot clear over tho 
telegraph lines, which now lie under the 
lowest cars in the heap. A jury was em- 
paneled by the coroner this evening and 
viewed the remains of Fisher and Saun- 
ders and adjourned to meet next Tucs- 
doy.

Stricken City 



Galveston Being Deserted by 
Those Who Escaped With- 
out Injury. 



Thousands of Men Busy Clear- 
ing Away Debris— Stranded 
Steanners.

Ualv.estou, Texas, Sept. 15.— The exo- 
dus from Galveston grows in numbers us 
the facilities for getting away from tho 
stricken city are increased. Boats left 
hero to-day more frequently than on any 
day since the storm, some proceeding 
direct to Houston via Biifi'alo Bay, aud 
others making connection at Texas City 
with the tJreat Northern railroad. Dr 
W. U. Blount, state health oUlcer, to 
day printed a statement, showing that 
no apprehensions are justihed that sick 
tiess will rct<ull from the overUow just ex- 
perienced. 

Several thousand men are at work 
clearing awny tlie debris ou the beach. 
One hundred and fifty bodies were dis- 
covered iu the wreckage and burned yes- 
terday. No attempt is now being made 
to identify the dead. A New York relief 
train arrived Kist night with physiciaun, 
nurses and a large supply of provisions, 
which were distributetl to-day. 

In some quarters of the city to-day tho 
waterworks company was serving cus- 
teiiiers on tho second stories. The Brit- 
ish steamer Norma and the American 
fitoainer Alamo have been lloated. The 
British steamer Roma is in a Dad way ou 
Deer island. 'J'he British steamer Ken- 
dall Castli' i.s hard aground in shallow 
water at Texas City, ami the Itrilisli 
steamer Hilareiis is still ashore to the 
eastward of Bolivar. The British 
steamer Taunton is hard ashore at Cedar 
Point, but it is believeii both ve:^-;els can 
be lloated without (lilliculty.

MRS, MAYBRIOK'S CASE. 

Late Lord Chief .Justice Recommended 
Her Release. 

London, Sept. 1"..— Dr. Clark Bell, who 
sailed from New York for Uottenlam on 
the S|)aariulain on September 1.'!, said 
to a reporter before sailing: " I am by 
no means dissatistied with the results of 
niy visit on behalf of Airs, .Maybrick, 
though the home oflicc has not yet taken 
action. The publication of Ixird Rus- 
sell's li'tter caused a deal of iinpresaion. 
Furthermore. I have since learned on 
high authority that Lord Russell kept 
his promise to Mrs. M:iybrick, and in 
the capacity of Lord Chief .lustico pre- 
pared a long statement, strongly urging 
lior release, aud concluding ns follows: 
' In niy opinion as head of the judiciary 
in lOngland, Mrs. Maybrick ought to 1)0 
ininu>(liatcly released.' 

" This letter was shown to 'Lord Hugh 
Cecil, fifth son of the Mnrquis of Salis- 
bury, and at one time n private secretary 
tp his father as secretary ,o£,.state for 
home affairs, and otiiers'boforc preBent:i- 
tien to the home secretary, Sir Matthew 
Bldloy, and in the opinion of tho best 
informed barristers in-Bnglniid, those 
representations constituted a special tict 
of the Chief . Justice, and the bome secre- 
tary ought to so regard him."

London, Sept. 15.— Lord Salisbury is 
back at his post. Sir Chih Chen Lo 
Feng Lu, the Chinese minister, had a 
conference at the foreign olUce yester- 
day with him. The United States, Ger- 
man, French and Russian representa- 
tives wore also there, yet not one of th& 
great London dailies has a word of edi- 
torial comment on the subject tliat is 
uppermost in the minds of the world's 
diplomats. It is a striking exemplifica- 
tion of how .completely befogged is tho 
public 'Of every European nation with 
regard to the purpose Of their representa- 
tives. 

A definite exposition of the diplomatic 

situation and the aims of the powers- 
may be expected oarlj' next week, tu- 
gother with some inkling as to how it is 
proposed to attain the object in view; 
but at present the main point of discus- 
sion continues to bo tho question whether 
the powers shall or shall not evacuate 
Pekin. This, it is re-asserted, was pro- 
visionally settled nc^jatively by Groat 
Britain and Germany, who arc hopeful 
of gai.iiug the united adhesion of the 
powers to a temporary poatpouoment of 
the scheme. The way has been eome- 
wliat cleared for the accomplishment of 
this by the recent notea frora.St. Peters- 
burg explaining that Bussia's real la- 
tent is wholly different from the mean- 
ing deduced from the text of the original 
proposal, as intimating that Russia may 
compromise. Considerable importance; 
is attached to the semi-olBcial statement 
that Rusuia recognizes the impossibility 
of the allies leaving Pekin unless the 
Chinese government immediately enters, 
so that there shall be no interval with- 
out a government. Additional confirm- 
ation of tho view is found iu the fact 
that Russia turn resumed sending forces 
to China. This is oatiroly contrary to 
the supposed spirit of the Russian pro- 
posal, aud prepares observers for a 
change of plans after tho apparent fail- 
ure of the policy favored in the original 
note. 

OUlcials in London take little stock iu 
the carping complaints of the Russo- 
phobes, though they are fully alive tcv 
the possibilities of a Muscovite move in 
some unexpected quarter, aud perhaps 
also some surprise from Germany. They; 
Iioint out that many allegations. Of in- 
trigue, founded on the most trivial inci- 
dents, aud others, like the report that 
Li Hung Chang is travelling under the 
protection of Russia alone, have already 
been disproved. 

FRENCH VIEW. 

I'aris, .Sept. 15.— The unsatisfactory 
condition of tho cipher messages which 
re;ieli tho powers from their representa- 
tives iu China, especially at Pekin, has 
brought forward comments ou tho sub- 
ject of ail international conferonco at 
some European capital. A point whiclx 
gives additional weight to the plan is the 
appreciation of the ditllculty of reaching 
amicable results among the ministers at 
Pekin, many of whom have been antag- 
onistic in their policy during their stay 
there daring the last few years. Couldi 
they obtain direct and quick communica- 
tion with the home government, .tho 
tangles might be straightened out, but 
under the present oouditiq^B this seems 
to be impossible. An argument ad- 
vanced against the proposed conference 
is the ditllculty of the powers being rep- 
resented by men fully conversant with 
all tho latest phases of tho Far Eastern 
question. 

Some of the details which will be 
urged in connection with the peace terms 
are discussed in diplomatic circles hero. 
One point strongly urged on the part 
of Franco is the permanent contiiiuauco 
of the international agreement now in 
force prohibiting the exportation of 
arms to China. It is believed to bo a 
strong measure of precaution against a 
recurrenco of the determined assault ou 
the foreigneri-.,. A deiniind is also made 
fur a reduction of tlie Chinese forces 
holding Taku and Woo Sung, which are 
the main coast defences respectively of 
I'ekiii iiiid Shanghai, in order to keep 
i>pen a more secnri' route to those cities. 
The <iuestion of indemnity and how it 
will Ih' iiaid is a serious problem. Tho 
indemnities ;ire divided into three 
classes — those payable to the states, to 
the societies^ and to individuals. The 
amount which the various states will 
demand will reach an enormous sum, 
and the ability of China to meet them 
solely with cash payments causes con- 
cern. Great Britain's indemnity, it is 
believed, will not be less than. 60,000,000 
francs,., while Russia will not be far be- 
low this. Praiice's indemnity will be in 
the neighborhood of 30,000,000 frnncB; 
that of the United States, it is thought, 
will not be so large, on account of most 
of the American troops going from tho 
Philippine Islands. In order to meet 
these groat claims, it is possible that 
some reforms in tlic> internal administra- 
tion of China may be nei'c.'^sai-y, though 
their nature is not yet cnnsid^'i-ed. It is 
s;iid that ltus.«i;i has not hearil from M. 
Do Gior.s, her minister at Pekin, for 
some days; and the messages of .M. 
Picliion, the Freiieli ininisti.T at the Chi- 
nese capital, are also delayed, thus not 
permitting the government to gain any 
new Imowlodg. in regard to tho ovacua- 
tion terms, ivliieh are loft to these ntll- 
cials. It is asserted here tlmt Franco 
and Russia are acting in perfect har- 
mony, and that thoy will certainly re- 
main in accord in their negotiations for 
peace. ' ■

IlL'SSIAX ATTITUDE. 
\VasRingtou, Sept. 15— M. De Wollaut, 
the llussian charge d'affaires, was in 
Washington to-day for the first time 
since he delivered to the state depart- 
ment the Uussiau proposition for the 
evacuation of Pekiu. He did not call 
at the state department, however, tiiid 
his return was not regarded as signili- 
caiit, as he is moving his family from 
the seashore to the mountains. The Rus- 
sian oUicials in this country have re- 
ceived no cinnmuuicatloii bearing on the 
Chinese situntiou since that relating to 
the evacuation, and so far as they are 
informed there is no change in Russia's 
attitude. 

There has been no official confirma 
tion of the reports that Russia had pre- 
sented an ultimatum for the rcstor.ition 
of the Emperor, the displacement of the 
Empress Dowager and the severe inin- 
ishmcnt of Prince Tuan. The first ini- 
I)ression among olUcials here was that 
such a course was iiiiilc^ inconsistent 
with Russian policy, which has thus far 
l>e<?n utrongly favorable to the Empress 
Dowager. It is said that if the Itnssian 
eomniinders became satisfied that the 
Empress Dowager was responsible for 
the internal convulsion, she doubtless 
would be held to a severe accounting, 
notwiilistaiuliiig any previous favorable 
iiiclinatiim for her,

It is not ex|)ei le i in l.ierliii 
that Russia or France will withdraw 
their troops hurriedly from I'l'liin, and it 
i.s believed tbi' United States will not lie 
in a hurry, too. Information has reach- 
ed this city that Russia, in any event, 
will keei) large bodies o"" troops in China, 
not only on the frontier provinces ot, 
.Mongolia and Manchuria, but also in the 
interior and coai^t districts of I'e Chi Li. 
The iiiililiiry comniainlers of the allied 
forces have agreed that under any cir- 
cumstances it is iieces--:ary to strengthen 
the tact.i(.-al and strategic pociition i)f _the 
international troojis in I'e CU\ Li. Rus- 
sia, too, will furnish the railway from 
V;ing 'J'sii to L'ekin. 

Regarding Germany's attitude, she will 
in any caHe insist on severe punishment 
lieiiig" iiillieled on the treacherous Chi- 
nese authorities, to whicli purpose^ the 
eoiifet-*-ioii of Baron'von Ketteler's as- 
sassination came opportunely, (iermany 
will not ai'cept Gen. Yung Lu as a peace 
negotiator, if the charges made against 
him are proved, but Germany, through 
her foreign olUcc, insists upon the prin- 
ciple cd' severe punishment, does not op- 
pose pea< (' with China, as shown yester- 
ilay by Dr. JIumm von Schwarzensteio, 
tli'o German -minister to China, accepting 
Li Hung Chang's visit at Shanghai. 

Tlie German papers are lilled with mail 
eorrenpondence from China, d(\scribing in 
detail events until slnu-tly before the 
march upon Pekin. All these letters 
awree in saying that Germany was the 
only power not permitting lootinj- and 
ma'intainiug the .strictest diBciplino 
among her trooped.

GERMAN LOAN. 

Berlin Papers Severely Criticise the 
Government For Placing It in 
New York. 

Berlin, Sept. 15.— Dr. Miiiuel is de- 
lighted al the success of the German 
loan in the United States, and the New 
York Ijife Insurance Company's sub- 
scription. 

A Loudon paper's statement that this 
is onlv an installment of a total loan of 
U(1l),o6o,()00 marks is disbelieved here. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press called the Keiclibaiik olllcials- at- 
tention to the statement, but they re- 
fused tt) denv it. representative of 
Dr. Miipiel. however, positively denied 
it. Dr. Miipiel informed him that the im- 
perial government's needs are satisfied 
for the present. The sfatenient cabled 
from New York- that part of the loan 
will be iilacod in Germany is also con- 
tra ilicleii. It is understood that the Ger- 
man government's motive in placing the 
loan in America was because of the 
Berlin financiers' disafTection because 
the government placed the 200,000.000 
loan of 1898 through a single bank. The 
papers to-day nearly nil enndenin tlie 
placing of the loan in the United States 
as unnecessary aud calculated to humili- 
ate the nation. 

' The Vossiche Zeitung prints figures 
showing that the imperial govirnment 
had 1-10.(K10.000 mark.s on ha ml. and 
says: "While they borrow abroad, thus 
putting Geriiiiiny on a par with Russia 
anil the smaller and less moneyed coun- 
tries, the empire woiilil not find it ditll- 
enlt to raise the amoiinl here without 
the aid of any bank." 

The It.iersen Courier, Rocrson Zeitung, 
ami Cologne Volkes Zeitung express 
themselves similarly.

Such chlldreu 
havi' a right to school ^*ere the parents 
can visit them, and see their progress, us 
well as know personally how thoy are cared 
for and treated. Parents moved away froni 
tills jirovhice last year because ot o lack pc 
.•,elio(d iMlvlleges for Buch pupllg, ond more 
are likely to do so If you permit this state 
of things to eoatluuo. Your revenue may 
b,' expended In your own province Instead 
oE being olfored as a premium to ludnce 
youi residents to move away. The valuable 
liroperiy belonging to tlie school Is another 
cousiileratiun, as It will be scattered and 
lost before the home scliool of the future, 
which must conic some time, can receive 
iiml approiiriate It— and ftjr wliich it was

TIIH WAll. 

l.iinl Uoberls aiuiounces that about 
15,000 Boers are prisoners in our hands, 
and the number is increasing. General 
French has just recently added to it, by 
■51 neat little htig at Barborton. The 
capture of this point is important, for it 
cimtrols the corner of the Transvaal 
lyiut; siuitli of tlie Netherlands railway 
jui'l adjoiniiif,' the Swaziland frontier. 
French, after resting his men and 
horses and brinsin;,' up tlu> rest of his 
division, will doubtless advance on 
Ivoomalipoort. The distance is a little 
over GO miles. French has done splen- 
did service. It was a fortunate thinn 
that hp was able to catch the last train 
Ibat left Ijadysmith before its iiivi>«t- 
juent. 

One advantago of the occupation of 
■Bnrherton and the capture of so niiu'li 
railway plant is that French can, if he 
Avishes, cut off the Boer force which is 
stipposeil to lu' at Xelspruit. When this 
lias been done, there will practically no 
longer bo any Boer army in the field, 
■and our efforts will hereafter be directed 
to dispersing and punishing the guerilla 
handfi. The report which the Boers 
have spread in Lorenzo Marques that 
the burirhers are lighting among them- 
selves, if correct, means that even 
guerilla warfare will shortly cease. 

OOAST-KOOTKXAY. 

The statements made by Mr. \V. M. 
Brewer in yeetcrday's Colonist revive in- 
terest in the project tor the construction 
of a railway from the Const to Kootenny, 
■Mr. Brewer is not specially optimistic in 
liiH views of thin?;s. He ici very much 
indiiu-d to he conservative, and, theie- 
fore, what lie say.s about the future of 
the Similkameen country is well worth 
consideration at the hands of businot^s 
men and all others ■within whose d^uty or 
interest it is to promote such projoctn as 
will brinp the trade, or at least a por- 
tion of the trade of that part of the prov- 
■ ince to the Coast cities. The people ot 
Victoria and Vancouver have learned 
that trade will not come to him who 
waili^, but that eternal vi;,'llaii(M> is the 
price of commercial safety. If the C. V. 
II. line from the East extended into the 
"Siinilkaineen valley, and if lines from the 
.'iouth lire allowed to tap the same reprion 
■without connection beiuf; made by the 
shortest pot-siblo route witli the Coast, 
those cities •will have a very hard time 
to secure any of the business of the 
traiLsmonntain region. We think, there- 
fore, that the identity of interests nt 
A'ictoria and >'aiieoiiver on this very 
iniporlaui matter on;;lit to be eciiial tn 
the securing; of the necessary government 
aid to bring about the immediate <-iin- 
fitruction of the luiich-talked-of Coast- 
Kooleiiav line.

THE NEED OF OHURCHBS. 

In her latest '^story, "The Master Chris- 
tian," Marie Oorelli says; "If all men 
loved each other there would bo no neeil 
of churches."' This is an esi)ression iif 
opinion that lijoks very much wiser upon 
its face than it iti in reality. It is really 
counterfeit thought, not the genuine arti- 
cle. It does not mean as much as does 
the old proverb, "If wisbi-s were horses, 
begy;ars might ride," for the latter denion- 
str-ites the folly of wi.shes which have 
no frnition in action, while Marie <jor- 
•>lli's phra.se states a proiiositiiui whii:h 
may or may not be true. We fancy that 
it winild not be dillictilt to point out a 
use for churches, even undi'r sncli lOileuic 
couililions as the tali'iited lady I'Cfin'red 
to suggests. But all men do not lovo 
each other, and there are no signs on the 
liori/.iui iudieatiii;,' snc-h a cousuniina 1 ion 
to 'le anywhere near at hand. Men an- 
upon somewhat better terms with each 
other than they used to be, but they are 
a long way from entertaining sentirtients 
towards each other in which bitterness, 
prejiulice and sellishne.-i,s have no share. 
Hence there seems to be a good deal of 
energy wasted in eixeculating, even in a 
novel, ns to what might or might not bo 
necessary under conditions that are not 
likely to be realized for a good many 
centuries to come. There is a need of 
churches to-tlny, as ^;reut need a.s ever, 
and perhaps a greater need than they 
are able to satisfy, for the churches have 
not kept pace with tliu fniltti of their 
own labors. While there is an immense 
amimiit of work to be ihine on the 
plane where so many triumphs have 
been gained in the past, there are higher 
levels which are not as fully exploited 
as they might be, and as they must be, 
if tile eluirehes are to retain their liold 
on mankind. 

The • work of the clinrches Is more 
diverse in its character than it was in 
the early days of the foundation of 
( 'brisiianity, and there seems to be 
lacking the apostolic faculty of adapta- 
tion to the conditions to be dealt with. 
Thus, when Paul saw an altar to "The 
UiiUiiown tJoil," he did not declare to 
the people that they wim'c all misguiiU'd 
idolaters, but said to the men of .\thens: 
"Whom ye ignorantly worship, him will 
I declare unto you." When the self-sty- 
led successors of the .Apostle liiul some- 
thing dedicated to or recogni'/.ing the I'n- 
known (Jod, they condemn those how an? 
responsible for it either as heathen or 
atheists. If they happen to live in China 
and have derived their conceptions of 
The Unknown from tradition, it is the 
correct thing to class them as heathen, 
and, if they cannot be cnnverled othei'- 
wise to try what modern ordnance will 
do; if they live in what m> call civilized 
countries and get a glimpse of The Un- 
known tbroUKh the nu'dium of science, 
they are condemned as atheists. Yet 
there can only be one I'nknown (Jod, 
whether He was guessed at by the phil- 
osophers of Athens, or sug^'csteil by the 
ancient teachers of I'jastern .\si;i, or 
laintl.v descried !iy science, or niaile 
nianifi'st in Christ. lie is "One, yes- 
terday, fo-ilay and fniever." ami we ri'- 
siiectfully siihinil tliat the great efl'urt of 
the churches ought to be to declare to 
men "Him whom tht>y ignorantly wor- 
.ship," no matter under what name or 
by what sort of ritual or lack of it.

.\iuong the recent discoveries throwing 
light upon ancient life on this continent, 
none is more suggestive than that of a 
huildiiiy which contained at least one 
hundred rooms. It is located on a rocky 
cdevatiou in New Me.\ieo. The structure 
is without ;i roof, and in a gi'ueral state 
of deiapidatien, but photographs show 
the wall.-^ to hiive been well laid, and in 
many places they are staudinj; to a con- 
siih-ralde li(d:.,'hl. Tlic house had several 
siiiries anil is constructed upon correct 
architectural iirinciples. Beams of wood 
are in place and bars of iron have been 
found. There arc also remains of stone 
a.'feM of a (lifl"(M'ent type to those' found 
clscwlierc. The.-e and other ruins of tlie 
same class arc exciting great attention 
just now, aud invetitigators are visiting 
thcni from all parts of Aniericii and 
Kurope. 

Until all the data have been got togeth- 
er aud coaipared, it is manifestly prema- 
ture to attempt to draw any conclusion 
as to these ruins, or as to by whom or 
when. ai»i)roxiniatel}-, they ■were built 
The e.vistence of iron .bars, even though 
lieavily rusted, would seem to argue 
asainst great antiquit.A-, that .is, against 
A d ite many thousands of years ago. The 
existence ef metal side by side with sloiu- 
implements needs to be explained in 
some way. .\i lirst si;;ht it .suggests two 
periods of occupation. The wood is of 
a s|)ecies now found witliin a thou- 
sand miles of the ruins, and Its vea in the 
buihiing suggests a climatic change since 
tile buiidei-s employed it. On the othei; 
hand, there is a red .stone in Die efliHc», 
which is not known to exist nc'iror than 
the Gulf of California, and thi.s implies 
that building materials were brought 
from a distance...- No .explanation of the 
means omplo.vad in {ranfsportatiou. other 
than that slavw were nsed as carriers, 



can .bo [giivra'iroia jirMi is so 

far ar'hand.*''^e* carriage of such a 
quantity of material by meu implies a 
very great population. In the ruins corn 
has been foimd, having been charred and 
so rendered imperishable. This corn is 
of a different variety to any now known, 
and neither it nor anj- other grain could 
bo grown in the vicinity suflieient to sus- 
tain the population which would ro- 
qnire such a structure. This implies a 
climatic change, unless we suppose that 
for purposes of defence, or some other 
cause, the great building was erected in 
an inhospitable spot. Under any ex- 
planation that may bo offered, the exis- 
tence of the edifice proves that a great 
popiilation existed when it was b-uilt, aud 
the absence of any tradition among ex- 
isting neighboring tribes shows that 
the race which built it has either bocomo 
extinct or has migrated elsewhere. 

In the some nolgbborhood are drainage 
canals and reservoirs, ccinstrticted on cor- 
nH.-t engineering principles; also etruc- 
iiircvi which appear to have been used for 
smelting metals. Much pottery is found, 
also blankets, the latter being so extreme- 
ly fragile with age thtit they fall to dust 
at a touch. 

.VII these things do not seem reconcil- 
able with the tlieory that they were tlia 
product of om> race, and seem to point to 
successive periods of i2ccui)ancy. Were 
the original stone builders driven out by 
metal workei-s, and were thc'^o in turn 
.■ucceeded by a race which had not fur- 
ther advanced than basket making? Or 
were the original inhabitants metal 
workers, and ivere they driven away l)y 
climatic changes to bo succpede<l hy a 
race less advanceii. and these by otliers 
still more degraded? There is unlimited 
scope for the jmagination, and so far as 
is now knoivn, no evidence exists from 
which the actual historical facts can be 
ascertained. This must not, liowever. be 
lakiui for granled. There are traditions 
in Mexico aud Central America of a mi- 
gration of people from the north, and the 
builders ot the ruined cities of Yucatan 
liave left written niemor.ials, which ow\ 
day may be deciphereil. These nuiy let 
us into the secret of ancient North Am- 
erican civilizat'on. The key to them has 
yet to be discovered, but there is a pos 
sibility that one may bo forthcoming. 
AVhen Cortex landed on the shores of 
Mexico, he came in contact with the 
Mayans. He foniid tliem in possession of 
a literature purporting to give tlio his 
tory of their nation for a long period. 
This was so utterly .at variance ivith thn 
facts of history, as uinlerstood at that 
time in IClirope, that the over-zealons 
priivds accompanying the expedition de 
Htroyod every record they could get theit 
hands on. It is potslble that some one 
may have translated the Mayan hiero- 
.^'lypliics into Spani.'^h and that some day 
tiie translaUon may be found, as w{i6 the 
famous Rosotta Stone, which ■unlocked 
the secrets of the Egyptian monumcniB. 
Severnl of the Mayan tablets liave been 
givcMi to savants to be deciphered, if pos- 
sible, and impres.sions have been taken of 
i inscriptions on monuments for the same 
purpose. But the investigators are grop- 
ing in the dark as yet. rerhaps there 
may be some people remaining in the for- 
est fastness(\s of Yucatan or Hondu who 
can furnish a cine to the riddles. AVh.en 
this is discovered, the ivorld will have 
ii now field opened full of vast interest, 
and We may learn the history of the 
ruined cities of North America.

sou. This news it> brought from Dawson 
by \V. A. Batier, C.K., who has just ar- 
rived in Vaiieunver from the Golden 
-North. -Mr. Bauer adil.s that it i« gener- 
ally iimleretoiid ilironghout the Klondike 
country that tiie actual elean-tip will 
run up lu .^;8,UOU,00U or .'^1U,UUU,(XJ0 more, 
or in niuuil ligurcis, $25,000,01)0, but roy- 
alty will nut be paid on more than $10,- 
000,000. 

.Mr. Buuer haw been surveying in the 
Klondike on a very extensive scale, foi; 
the British American and other big cor- 
pora lions, .iiiil he cornea back enamored 
of Canada's magnilicent birthright. 
Breaking through his customary profes- 
sional riiierve, Mr. Bauer made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Coloniet corre- 
spondent: . 

"I have been in mining camps all inj 
life, pretty uiueb ail over the world, bur 
I never was anywhere where 1 saw such 
eviileiiee of iinlimiled wealth, such vast 
pot4,sil)iliiK's, .sueh iiiagnitieeut opportun- 
ities fur the iavef-liiieut of capital." 

lu speaking generally of the country, 
Mr. Bauer t^poke lir^t of its geological 
foriimtiuii, the formation being «lia! 
i'cologistts wimid call mica sebest. Ho 
said that over the whole ciinntry, nearly, 
.there was a layer of gravel; right up to 
thi' jiiouiitaiu suniuiitis, 1,0(X) feet hi','h, 
was walerwashed gravel, lie had worked 
within a radius, of 100 Jiiiles from l)aw- 
.■^iii) and wheri'Ver he went he found thit< 
gravel. No eviileiiee oce'urs that glaidal 
actiiuL is the eatisi.' of the present alluvial 
depusil. hut apparently al some remote 
period the whole country was low lying. 
At Ibis period the auriferous deponits oc- 
curred, and subtiCiiueutly a great volcan- 
ic ujiheaval took place; thus the golden 
sandt^ are found at the niouataiu tops, as 
well as in the creekn. Mr. Bauer says 
that although the country is essentially 
a placer diggingis, the StiMvart, Jvlondike 
and some of the larger rivers ofl"or a big 
field for i>roiitable fnvcetmont in dredg- 
ing. La fact, there was no impediment 
wiiatever, that he could see, to the 6uc- 
cet^sful operation of dredging plants. Tho 
rivers were uniform; there was no great 
rise or fall; no floods; none of. the disad- 
vantages of the Frneer river dredging, 
and he thought dredging would be a 
great Klondike enterprise in the future, 
and a very profitable one. 

A great many hydraulic claims were 
also being surveyed in localities where 
there was not sufllcieut gold to work 
placers profitably; but ne for the plneerfi, 
those were practically inexhaustible. The 
jilacers on Jiunanza, Dominion and other 
rich creeks might, he, said, ho worked out 
in a few years to come, if operations 
were carried on as energetically a£ at 



Iiresent, but in the immediate vicinity of 
these creeks there were rich bench luad 
hill claims, with gold-bearing gravel, in 
Kome inttanceo, reaching i-igbt up to the 
water sheds. As everyone know now, 
Gold hill, sloping up from Bonanza, was 
as rich, it not riclicr, than Bonanza creek 
itself, and ho believed that tho 250 foot 
claim that has -been worked on Gobi hill 
was the richest claim in the world. 
Tho quantity of gold deposited on bed- 
rock in these hills depended much upon 
tho stratification of the rock. If tho 
Htratification lines run vertically to the 
surface line of the hill — the same as if 
two books were placed against one an- 
other in the shape of a tent, the book on 
the right representing the surface of the 
hill and the IxKik 011 the loft the stratili- 
cation — then the jagged rock at tho top 
end of the stratification catches and 
holds the gold, but If the stratifiention 
lies flat with the surface of the hill, as 
if one of the books before mentioned 
were tilted up on a slant, and another 
book was placed on top ot it flat, then 
the gold wrheu it reached bedrock would 
luive a tendency to slide off into the 
valley. 

llonanza rreek has Gold hill on one 
side and Kitikat bench on tho other. 
Gold hill rises U|) IISO feet and is prob- 
ably rich all the way, while tho Kitikat 
lieiieli is also said to be very rich, and 
these gravid deposits are very similar in 
apiiea ranee to the proved rich ones that 
sti'eteh for miles thri)iii;h the country, 
which ill his npiiiion, when proven, will 
lie fiiuiiil under favorable conditions, can 
be prolitably worked. Comparatively 
s|icaldii'»'. the eiiuntry had scarcely been 
seratidied by iinispectors. Here and 
there are little spots that have been 
worked, lint the posslliilltict; are beyond 
ciiiiiprelieiision. 

It was by no means too late, he 
tliiiiiirhl, to migrate to the Jvlondike. .\ 
L'reat iiiiiiiy fortunes and coiiifortalile 
life eoiiipeieiicies are yet to be made, 
and there was at the in-es-eiit time lots 
iif eiieiiiiragement for capitalists to spend 
inoiii'V in the Klondike, if the niiniiig 
laws W(>re so ;irraiiged ns to encourage 
priK^peei inir and developing. 

Mr. liiiner said h(< saw iicrsnnall.v 
liuudreds of inslaiices where claims bad 
been allnwed to lapse willioiil bedrodc 
being reached, hecatiso the owner liad 1 
stampeded to some other creek. These ' 
claims, of course, reverted to the govern- 
ment after one year. In one instimee a 
whole 'creek hail been abandoned with- 
out a single clain; being worked, ;iiiil 
tliir; entire creid; bad reverted to the 
govemnient. The claims would be sold 
by auetion. Perhaps they would be sold 
for a few dollars, like "a pig in a poke." 
and might produce millions. He noticed 
there was abnndance of small timber for 
all mining purposes, and -when he •was 
leaving there was an enormous amount 
of thawing machinery being shipped into 
the coiintry. From enquiry fie had 
learned that the thawing machines were 
proving ver.v sncecssfnl. Mr. Bauer 
said In conclusion that 'very ehconraging 
reports had come down from the Stewart 
river pincers, 200 miles from Dawson, 
and another cxndus of minors had taken 
place to that river. Good re'ports had 
also come from Little- Salmon.

Ilovelstoko, Sept. 15.— There was a 
hirge attendance when U. F. Green, M. 
1'. 1'., called the Liberal-Conservative 
couvontion for Yale-Cariboo to order this 
iifteriiooii at 1 o'clock iil the Conserva- 
tive hall. On motion C. A. Seiulin was 
elecletl us perniaueut ohairmau, and Q, 
.Morrison, oi Nelson, as secretary. Kir. 
Semlin, thanking the convention for his 
selection as chairman, made a short ad- 
dress, pointing out the dilllculty in ropre- 
SL'utiuB such a vast constituency, but' 
said he believed the party hud men who 
could gain the seat. On motion Messrfi. 
Somlin, Ellison and Houston were ap- 
pointed a committee on credentials. The 
committee reported 10§ delejgates pres- 
ent or by proxy. On motion Messrs. 
iMara, Green, lilllisoD, Ilouston and Mc- 
Neill were appointed a committee to 
draft resolutions, and the convention ad- 
journed till 3 o'clock. Ou re-assembling 
the committee reported the following 
retiolutious, which were unanimously 
adopted : 

" We, the delegates of tbe Liberal- 
Conservative party of Yale-Curiboo con- 
stituency, in couvenlioii asbeiiiUled, rc- 
alllrm the principles of the party, and 
more particularly lliat cardinal principle, 
namely, protection to home industries, 
and that that principle be carried out 
so that all sections of the country shall 
equally share its benefits. 

" The one industry on which the prots- 
pority of this constituency is almost 
wholly depeudeut is mining, and we be- 
lieve that our mining interests are as 
fairly entitled to protection as the manu- 
facturing interests of Kasteru Canada. 

"Therefore wc advucati; that the duties 
ou lead and lead product.s be iucreatied 
so that they shall be as uigli us those 
now imposed by the United States ou 
the same articles. 

•■That the output o£ the precious metal 
mines of Canada is largely increasing; 
therefore we favor the establishment of 
a mint, so that the specie in circulation 
shall be that of our own, instead of that 
of a foreign country. 

"We advocate the restriction of the 
immigration of Chinese and Jupuucse, 
and all classes of people who cannot 
become good citizens of the Dominion of 
L'aiuida, and suggest tlie adoption of the 
[ninciples of the Natal Act, 

"British Columbia has not now tlie 
representation in the fcdei-iil parliament 
that she is entitled to, therefore we advo- 
cate that, when the redistribution of 
seats is made, this constituency shall be 
given representation according to i)oihi la- 
lion. 

"That it augurs well for the success 
of the party that lliigli ,Iohn Jlacdonald 
has decided to leave the held of provin- 
cial politics to taUe part in tlie larger 
that affects the people of the whole of 
Canada." 

Nomiiiatrous for a candidate were 
then made. .1. Ilouston moved and It. 
F. Green seconded tVe nomination of 
A. II. .McNeill. J. M, Kobinson and 
Dr. Morria nominated I'rico lOllisoii. 1'". 
.1. Fulton and AV. W. Rogers nomigatod 
.1. A. .Mara. IL Beatley and A. li. Mc- 
Neill nominated 11. F. Green. 

Messrs. Ellirion, JIara and Green all 
declined the nomination and e.tprossed a 
desire for the nomination of A. H. Mc- 
-Veill, which was then made unanimous. 
Mr, McNeill accepted the nomination 
and promised to do his best to carry the 
constituency.

Line of Railway Required to Open Up One of 
the Most Valuable Sections of the 
Province of British Columbia. 



Farming, CaiWe Raising and Mining Among the Indus- 
tries Now Being Carried On — Immense Fields 
of Coal Ready to Develop, 



Nicola Luke, Sept. 1— The <ljtstn..t of 
the Nicolu Valley at this seasou of the 
year presents a scene of indosoi'ibal)li> 
beauty in its scenery and splendor in IIh 
climate. The sun in the morning oonios 
gliiitiutr over the hilltops out of a bril- 
liantly clear sky and throuKh an atmos- 
l)herc of delicious crispne^ and cooluctis. 
The country fop the most part is open 
and parklikc; groat rollinK hills, dotted 
with till? deep Kreoii of the "liiiU" piiu- 
troo; the inuUilaliuiis of the fxroniii! }ti".\r 
the sheen and softness of light drab vel- 
rett It is a country ot marvolteus at- 
tractions, not alone to the lovers of na- 
ture, but to men of business entoriirise 
06 well. Who that Ihiuws anything of 
the past ot British Columbia hut niust 
be familiar -with the stirring scones of 
the Similkamocn, of the Tuianioen, of 
Granite and State creeks, decades ago, 
■\vhou the miners in tliousands and thous- 
ands poured in and "cleaned up" the rich 
placer beds of the streams named? Many 
of these miners have remained in the 
country, some have taken up homesteads 
on the rich bottom lands of the numer- 
ous rivers and streams which traverse 
the district, and are living out as happy 
and contented lives as may he, while 
others are still plugging away in the 
auriferous gravels, or pounding into the 
adamantine iiuartz in search of nature's 
XilenteoTis .stores of richiti. 

Hard by this charming village of Ni- 
cola is the lake of tlie same name, a 
beautiful sheet of cold limpid water, 
through whoso depths the ganiey tioiit 
courses in thousands. Here indeed is 
the paradise of the angler, and I can 
conceive of no more charming place for 



eees that may be achieved in a country 
on which nature smiles with unusual be- 
nignity. 

liut this big district in here is chiefly 
known "'at the Const" through the beef 
cattle that It produces. The summer 
range for cattle here is magnificent, and 
while feeding for a short time in winter 
is necessary, natural hay meadows are 
abundant, and timothy and other varie- 
ties of grasses are cultivated to perfec- 
tion, so that the tons of thoiwands of cat- 
tle that range over those bills are 
bronght to perfectisn with an absence of 
tlia: uncertainty that is ever present to 
the cattle-raiser of Alberta ami the 
Xortliwest Territiii-ies districts generally. 

y\'t'l\. tlicn. as to the future. Donbl- 
loss the development of the years to come 
will be in the direction of mining,, and 
liere the lield is simply illimitable. All 
that iri needed is a railway, and with 
that the counh-y would go forward by 
leaps and hounds. Years ago tlie Cana- 
dian I'acilic railway company jirojected 
a branch line southward from Spence's 
Uridge on the C.l'.U. main line through 
the valley of the Nicola river. The 
prime object of this line at the time was 
the opening up Of the extensive coal 
fields known to exist in tbe valley. But 
there has been delay in the work of con- 
struction, and the whdle country's de- 
velopment has been delayed correspond- 
ingly. Last year the C.I'.It. Co. exlend- 
ed the survey of the Columbia & West- 
ern railway, running a line along 
through the Boundary country, thence by 
way of the Siniilkaiueeii river past 
Kere-meos, onward up Travegard 

I creek, thence to this eharining village of 
Nicola Lake, and northward by the route 

I of the old survey through the Nicola 
Iviver Valley to Spence's Briilge. 

I The completion of this railway would 
open up a magnificent country, and would 

i afford opportunities for business enter-

Kruit of all varieties usually 
found in the temperate zone is grown to 
perfection; such delicate vegetables as 
tomatoes mature finely and grains of all 
kinds— wheat, oats, barley, peas— yield 
splendid crops. The grain crops of the 
whole of the Nicola Valley, from Spence's 
Bridge southwards, have been heavy this 
year, and wliilo some loss has been cs- 
perienccd through untiinoly showers to 
the liay crop, on the whole the season 
ht's Veen a most satisfactory one, and 
the ranchers are loft with full granaries 
and barns. A few days ago I visited the 
ranch of Mr. Robert Clark, three miles 
distant from this village, and fonml him 
busy in the field with his binder reaping 
as fine u crop ot oats as one may caic 
to look at. The yielil, he told me. would 
be upwards of TiO ))iishels to the acre, 
and as the usual price is about i^'M) pcj- 
ton of 2,000 lbs., it will be seen that his 
return from nearly 150 acres under ciil- 



prises of great importance. That Is 
what the country is Uioking and praying 
for, and I shall endeavor to set down 
here some of the •'pntentialitios of rich- 
ni"is" which tbe country possesses and 
wlii<-Ii would li.' brought into play by the 
construction of .such a railway. 

First, then, between the Coa.st and tlie 
Crow's Nest Pass, a distance of, say some 
."lOO miles, the only known coal beils are 
those of tile Nicola Valley and the Siniib 
kaiiieon country. The extent and value 
of these coal measures have been known 
with more or less accuracy for many 
years. I had the pleasure a few days ago 
of a chat with Mr. AVilliam Voghl, who 
owns n ranch at the point where Cold- 
water creek flows into Nicola*' river, 
about 12 miles northward of Nicola Lake. 
Mr. Voght is an old-timers in the coun- 
try, having come here as a miner in 
naS. In 1875-76 he accompanied Prof. 
Dawson in his geological survey of the 
district, which was undertaken mainly 
to investigate the coal measures. .Siib- 
siMiueiitly the C.l'.U. Co. extended these 
investigations, introducing a diamond 
drill to !iid in the work, and the results 
were that several seams of excellent coal 
were penetrated at depths under 2t)(l 
fei't below the surface. These seams 
were from .5 to S feet in thickness, and 
exiieriiiients showed tlce coal to be pos-

with these coal seams. It requires only [enterprises in this district lor some years, 
development and the means of cheap and 
easy transportation facilities by the con- 
struction of the projected railway to 
make of this district a new Newcastle 
or a new Nannimo. 

Ab'indanci! ot cia!, then, may be taken 
as the basis of the progress of the fu- 
ture. The palmy days of the placer min- 
er in the Similkameeu country have pass- 
ed, and quartz must he looked upon as 
the source of the mineral productiveness 
ot the future. Let us take a look at the 
possibilities in this field. They will be 
found very great indeed.

From the Edinburgh Scotsman. 

Tbe first point to which our attention 
may ho directed is the collecting of evi- 
dence regarding llic»- immediate effect of 
severe ami mortal injury on the subject 
thereof. One of the best-known illustra 
lions of the fact thai sncli injury doe 
not produce immediate death, or at least 
liiat absiduie cessation of all movement; 
which we popularly recognize as the main 
feature of life's ending, is thut afforded 
by the case of Capt. Nolan. The Cap- 
tain headed the famous charge of the 
l..ight Brigade at Balaklava. In the 
course of his duties he was struck on the 
chest by part of a shell, the missile tear- 
ing the chest open and •wouudiug the 
heart. Kinglake gives a graphic account 
of tbe incident. ''The sword," ho .says, 
••dropped from his hud, but the arm with 
which he was waving it the moment bc- 
fure still remained liigli uplifted in the 
air, nnd the grip of tho practised liorsc- 
luuii, remaining as yet uiireUixed, still 
held him Urm in his saddle. 

■•Missing the perfect hand of Uis mas 
tor, aniLJinding the accustomed gove.i 
unco now succeeded by the dniiglmg 
reins, the horse all at once wliocdcd aliom 
and began to gallop back upon the front 
of the advancing brigade. . Then, from 
what had been Nidan — and bis form was 
still erect in the air — there burst forth a 
cry so s'range and appalling that Ihe 
hearer who rode nearest him called il un- 
earthly. And in truth, 1 imagine, the? 
sound resultcil from no huiuiiii will. Inn 
riithor from those spasmodic forces 
which may act upon tnc bodil.v frami' 
when life as a power has ceased. The 
linn-sealed rider, ivilli arn; uplifted ami 
stiff, could hardly be ranked with the 
living. The shriek men heard rending 
tho air was scarce other than the shriek 
of a corjiae. The dead horsQinan rode 
on till he passed thvQugh the interval of 
the Twelfth Light Dragoons. Then at 
last he dropjied from the saddle. 

G. L. Kilmer, who passed thioiigli the 
Civil War in America, in his turn gives 
an interesting parallel ease to that of 
Nolan, lie tells us that a sergctinl in 
charge of the Ninth Corps on tiio Con- 
federate works oast of Petersourg leaped 
on the parapet, and with hii-; cap in liis 
loft hand and his gun in tho right cheer- 
ed his comrades onward. .V shell de- 
capitated him at this monieiii. '"as coin- 
pletol.y as a knife could have done,'' says 
Mr. Kilmer, "but the tall form c(nitinued 
erect for some seconds, the .-irius still 
waving frantically, but with over lessen- 
ing sweep and power, until the forces 
of tho body coUaiised, when '.ho licadless 
trunk toppled over to the ground." 

AV'e may regard as facts tho circiiin- 
staiicos above noted — that men killed in- 
stantly in the popular accoptauce ot the 
short term may continue to I'.vcciite aji- 
parently definite and puriiosivo mo\e- 
iiionts. A somewhat ghastly recital re- 
ferring to a guillotined man has been 
gi'iierally credited to the renown oi' the 
I'aris School of Medicine, and relates to 
the same curious features that mark tho 
battlefield. The Parisian ,.ca«o was that 
of Dr. De la PpniirieriWsjIwho was guil- 
lotined for the crime df'?tn«rder by pois- 
oning. The story goe.t that some oFhis 
confreres waited on De la , Pommorais 
before his exocntion,' and, informing ITim 
that it was their desire in the iuterLSts of 



science to test whether any degree of 
consciousness remained in the decapitat- 
ed just after e.\ecutloii, asked him, if 
liossible, to agree to give some sign or 
token by way of solving the problem. 
De la I'oniiiierais aciiniesced in the sug- 
gi'stiim, and it is said that, securing pos- 
session of his head as it fell, and pre- 
venting furlher hemorrhage, the doctors 
slioiited into the ear of their former con 
frere, demanding of liim to give some ro- 
spoiiso. 

Oiii' of tho eyes was said to open slow- 
ly and shut, and then all symptoms ot 
life ceased. A writer remarks that a 
freshly guillotined head has been known 
to make gestures of the mouth and to 
move tho eyes when a bystander taunted 
it. I have been unable to trace either 
the truth of the De la Pommerais story 
or tho source of the last named incident, 
but there is no reason why both should 
not have been correctly reported. Much 
would depend upon the rapid llow of blood 
in the case of ttie head of the guillotined 
criminal in respect of the existence of 
movement or consciousness. • * =• 

W'c see a very distinct reflection of 
tho duality of our vital state in the very 
arrangement of our nervous system. Tho 
chief masses of thut systeni, us every 
one knows, consist of the brain and tho 
spinal cord, and a second system of nerve 
masses called the syniputhetic system al- 
so exists, and is found lying as a double 
eliaiii of nerve knots or ganglia down 
the front of tho spine. Now it is evident 
that us the brain is tho most important 
l>art of tho iicrvoufi apparatus, tho spinal 
cord and tho sympathetic system must 
to.gotlicr occupy a secondary position. 
This is uiiiniestionubly the case, and the 
plan on which our nervous affairs have 
i.i'cn ordered represents the well-known 
prinei|ilo of the "division of labor." 

With a complex body to look after, our 
nervous s.vslein o.\hibi(s a clear spociali- 
zatioii of its duties. If there are jiaris 
ill the brain whose duty it is to "think," 
then' are other parts whose function it is 
111 guide our movements. If there are 
groups of nerve cells destined for the 
purpose of receiving messages from eyes 
and ears, the "intelligence department" 
of the bruin, there are other groups that 
supervise the work of the heart, and that 
control our digestive proceedings, and 
that see to it that tho duties of tho lungs 
are duly discharged. 

On such a jirinciplo of division of labor, 
we are bound to find the varied ways and 
\yorks of tho nervous 'system carried out 
(ui dilTerent levels, as regards tho im- 
portance of the duties porformod. Now 
il liaiipens that tjio spinal cord which 
runs tliroiigli the middle of the back- 
bone, within which it is prote(ded as 
within a bon.v tube, is really a kind ot 
brain duty in iiiany respects. It acts on 
the whole as the conlidential servant of 
the brain, but it also possesses an indo- 
peiideiico of its own. Its duties are of 
a lower mltiiro than tlioso discharged by 
the brain, but they aro none the less es- 
sential for the perfect ordering of tho 
body's welfare. Even it tho head ollieo 
bo .'Singularly well organized, it cannot 
exercise its functions propil'ly in the ab- 
sonco or iiiolllcionoy of the siib-ofllces, 
and tho special cord is really a series ot 
sub-idlices carrying out many actions 
which otherwiso we might ho tempted to 
credit to the share of tho brain. 

If 'we divide'thc spinal cord of a frog 
and irritate the'foot the leg will be mov- 
ed, after the'fn'slilon In which the unin- 
I jured animal ■would resent being tackled, 
i Here wo have separated the brain from 
I tho foot, and yet control of tho muscles 
of the leg is not lost. Thot which tlio 
brain (loCBiin the frog apparently is not 
so much'' tO' carry out niovomonts, but to 
initiate and control them. If a frog's 



I legs ho allowed to come in contact 'with 
some weakly irritating fluid the legs na- 
! turally will be withdrawn after an iii- 
I lerval. Time after time the action will 
I go on, till wo can gauge fairly tho period 
which will olaiise between tho with- 
dniwals of the legs and their descents. 
If, now, tbit spinal cord bo divided be- 
low the brain, we tind these movements 
much accelerated. They proceed at a 
iiuicker rate, becanso tho brain control is 
I removed, and the irtochanism of the ani- 
j mal is left, as it wore, to run wild, like 
I an engine from which the influence of 
j tho lly-whool has boon removed. 
I But we may tind evidence that the spin- 
al cord of the frog may control actions 
I in a fashion that would almost lend be- 
lief to tlie idea that it is much more than 
a mere brain duty. Cut ofT a frog'tj liead 
carefully, so that there may be as little 
disturbance of parts as is consistent witli 
the pcrfonnance of this operation. Wo 
have removed the brnJn, of course, and 
I all that hi left in the body of the chief 
I nervous system is the spinal cord.. Now 
I place a drop of acetic acid on tho inner 
side ot one thigh of your headless frog, 
I and you will see tht- animal raise the 
; foot of tlmt leg to wipe the acid oCE. 

If, now, you remove the foot of the 
jsaiiie leg and apjily acid, as before, the 
I leg will bo again raised, but as thcshort- 
jened limb falls short of tho irritated spot, 
I tho headless amphibian will, after an iu- 
iterval, r.-iise tho other foot and endeavor 
I to rub away tho acid. This is a well- 
known oxperiineiit, and its toehingis art) 
I singularly instructive. They prove to us 
I that the s])iiial cord is capable of carry- 
I ing out movements with a purpose, such 
as we should be inclined to believe were 
controlliMl by tho brain alone, 
i I'ass now to the case of man. Here, 
I injury und accident, unfortunately, suji- 
ply us with a parallel instance to that of 
llu; frog. If llie spinal cord of a man be 
(livideil. say in its middle part, the lower 
half of his body is paral.vzod. He is un- 
alTle to move it, and he has Ipst lUI sen- 
sation in that half. But if "tJie feet be 
! tickled, the logs will be drawn up, al- 
though the man is not conscious of mak- 
ing the raovRJuents, and is unaware he 
is putting his muscles into action unless 
he sees the motions ot his limbs. Hero 
iwc again come in contact with the idea 
.of the independence ot tho spinal cord. 
I We soo that consciousness Iiuh nothing 
j whatever to do with the works of the 
,cord, any more than when we ticklo the 
Ifoot of n sleeping person nnd the leg is 
! moved, we con assert that he is conscious 
of bis action.

■\Vliat will prove of Interest will be the 
action con^rress takes on the indepi'tulent 
liolitienl movement. It is understood 
that the resolution submitted to ii re- 
ferendum vote of Canadian trade unionH 
on tlie advisability of independent poli- 
tical action has been carried by a largo 
majority of those voting. Nevertheless 
it is doubtful whether a.iything will ever 
corae of it. Many attempts have been 
made to consolidate the labor 70tc, but 
without exoccption all resulted in utter 
fdilure. The resolution itself is not nn 
exceedingly clear-worded one, which has 
resulted in dillorent unions interpreting 
in different ways, and it would be a fiur- 
prise if congress itself does not get mi.xeil 
before it is through with it. Here is the 
resolution: 

"Whereas the various reports from the 
provinces and from the general executive 
of this congress are in efCect to be that 
Bo far as efforts by petitions and inter- 
views with tlic legislatures of the prov- 
inces and with the federal government 
of this country, that nothing has been ac- 
complished by the above mentioned 
methods; resolved, that this congress re- 
couimemis tb.-it the various central bodies 
of labor in Canada take such e^teps to 
form themselves into political organizii- 
tions on independent lines from the old 
capitalistic political parties, and where- 
pver, in the opinion of our central bodies, 
they are in sullleient numbers to war- 
rant placing candidates in the held that 
wo endeavor to have direct representa- 
tion in the various houses of parliament 
on lines similar to the organized workers 
of Great Britain, British Columbia. New 
Zealand and Australia, and that bere- 
■ after members of labor org.-iniz.itions 
found on the platform and advocating 
thp interest of the old political parties 
be regarded with siisiiicion. as ile 'oys ot 
the wage-earners, and should be rCL'ard- 
cd as opponents r>r the !idvaneed labor 
niovemont. and that this be t^uViiiiitted 
to a referendum vote of all of the or- 
ganizations in nfliliation with this con- 
gress, and should such a vote be in the 
ntlirniative then immediately proceed on 
the nliovc lines."

Acting upon this resolution, President 
Lynch of the International body, repair- 
ed to Ottawa and^ coroperating with the 
Ottawa union printers, interviewed the 
government. The printers asked for an 
increase of $3 per week (from $12 to $15). 
The government olTored ijSi;!. Finally 
the matter was compromised at .fill. 50. 
The Ottawa union has two scales — one 
for private concerns— .?H for 5-t hours' 
work; another for the government — 
no for -IS hours' work. Of course, 
it is said the government printers are 
superior •workmen, bi.t that's all rot. 
The government printing bureau is no 
exception to other departmenls of the 
government — influence qualifies a man 
for a position in that institution oftoner 
than ability. It is not long since that 
the Ottawa Typographical Union found 
the standard of workmanship of its 
members was going from bad to worse 
by reason "jf political intluence placing 
men wludly ineomiietent in the bureau. 
To cheek tliis undesirable state of affairs 
a candidate for membership in the union 
— all bureau printers must be union men

"! he Experience Wilh InoculatI Jii 
Among Soldiers and 
Coolies in India. 



From The London News. 

A Parliainoutary paper has been issued 
cimtainiiig currespondeiice relating to pre- 
ventive inoculation against cholera and 
typhoid in India. Dealing first with the 
corresiiondence on the anti-cholera inocu- 
lations, we observe that it consists of ex- 
tracts from the Sanitary Cominissioacr's 
reports for ISOti, 1S07 and ISOS. The ex- 
tract given from the Sanitray Coumiis- 
sioner's Keiiorl diminishes in each suc- 
ceeding year, and it is not cas.v to iniike 
out what his view of the operations is iu 
the enil. In IW.'li he sends on Itiblcs in 
which the customary iierceiitagcs are 
given showing a greater incidence uf at- 
tack and de:itli-rate among persons under 
observation who have been inoculated 
than among ]icrsoiis who h:ivi: not been 
inoculated. Most of the results eliiiiiiiii.i; 
only mitigation and not proving absolute 
prevention are nut beyond criticism, but 
the Commis.sioni'r tloes make the interest- 
ing and (had it been uniiualilied) tiic iin- 
porlaiit uliservatioii with regard tii three 
and iioss'ibly a fourth village that then' 
Wiis a remarkable cessation of cholera in 
I lie locality after iiiociilatiun. lie argues 
both that this may be due to the ino<-u- 
lation and that it may not, leaving the 
colli roversialistri to take their cliiiice. 
The argument for its being due to iiiocu- 
latiun is this : 

"Iu the lirst place, every one ducH not 
take (diolera, and if it is iissunicd tliiU 
inoculation reduces mortality by .Sl{ per 
cent., the cliauces are -1 to 1 against the 
inoculated section taking ciioler.a in any 
eommuuity. But this proie(;tion Icssciiis 
tho chance of cholera occurring iu the 
uninoculated section, for ttiking a village' 
like Buiiadib there is lees chance of 
cholera occurring in 74 uninoculated per- 
sons than if there wiero 74 plus ISl 
canals 258 uninoculated persons." 

Then here is the other view, in 'which, 
without giving up the "p'roteetive inoc- 
ulation," he shows that its further test 
is necessary f 

"There are factors in the stopping of 
epidcmicfi, such as the natural death of 
tho virus and the causes which lead to 
that.. into which I have not entered here, 
and which may co-operate with protec- 
tive inoculation in putting an cud to an 
outbreak. I have not forgotten, loo, that 
so far I have brought forward only fou:- 
instances, hut this is only from the in- 
complete records of 189li. I trust that 
later on I may find similair instances for 
further report, and during the current 
year, as long as I aia engaged in this 
work, I intend to take every advantage 



of the facilities offered for testing tlii.s 
inoeiilatiou e.s u luenns of stamping out 
village outbreaks of cholera." 

There is .ilso a Statement which will 
be nf great interest both to those who 
favor inoculation cvporlnicnts nnd to the 
anti-vivisectioinsts and other critics of 
inoculations. He sa,v^. that frnni one ta- 
ble it would ii[)pe:ir that not only is there 
a reduction in tlie iiieideiu'e of cholera 
among the iiiociilnted, but that after inoc- 
ulatiims litive hecu done in auy commun- 
ity the incidence aud death rate among 
the uninoculated is- apparently also re- 
duced. This iH a novelty in such statis- 
tics. For instance, according lo vaccin- 
ation figures compiled on the same plan 
the "unprotected" tihviiys. suffer much 
more than tlie "protected." This, indeed, 
has been nr;;ed as a reason for suspect- 
ing arithnietieiil fallacies in the statis- 
tics. A sinmilarly perplexing problem 
arises, jierhaiis an cqiial dilema for doc- 
tors and for unti-iiuiculntiouists. Must 
one inocuhition he right and the other 
wrong, :ind which is -which' 

We turn with zest to the extract from 
the ISS)7 report l" see whether the .San- 
itary Oouimii-isioiu'r has any fresh light 
to throw upon the subject, lie is, we re- 
gret to say, most lantiilizingly careful 
again, ami walks warily between the two 
schools. Take these detached sQUteuccs: 

".Vo complete statistics regarding the 
ellicaey of tho inoculations have been ob- 
tained, but such facts as were recorded 
tire iu favor of iuoculntiou. 

"Conliniug the ciilciilatious to deaths 
which occurred between the ports of em- 
barkation and the leu gardens, it aiipenrs 
tliiit the general cliulera deatli rate was 
1(1.7 per niille, and that the death rate 
among inoculated coolies was 4.9 jier 
iiiille. 'There arc probably other eircuni- 
stances besides inoculation to be taken 
into iiccnunt, but it ticenis likely that in 
tlie future the data will be more oom- 
Iilote, for the Chief Cnmniissioner o£ As- 
stiiu has prescribed a half-yearly return 
to be prepared hy the managers of tea 
gardens. 

"Anti-cholera inoculation was ctirried 
out during the epidemics in. the jails of 
Iltizarilnigh !iii(I Uaiichi, but, although 
none of the inoculutod was attackcnl, it 
does nut seem that anything can be 
lirov( d regarding the protective effect of 
the proceeding." 

The following historv of the Shropshire 
Ileginicnt'.'; exiicricnec"'wo give in full. It 
IK provokingly oaalilicd, too. 

"It was stilted that a largo number of 
men of tho .Shropshire Ilogimeut, among 
whom there was u very severe outbreak 
of cholera at Sitapur in September, had 
been inoculated by M, Haflkine nt Fort, 
William in 1890. An examination of the 
medical history sheets, however, showei] 
that if more had been inoculated, the oji- 
erntion was recorded in_ 27 ca.ses pnly, 
The number of men nt Sitapur when tho 
eiiidomic began was -isn; of these 05. 'were 
attacked and 41 died of cholera. Amonji 
the 27 inoculated men 4 wore attacked 
ami 2 'died. So that among the iiuinoc- 
ulated tho pnrccnt.ngo attacked ■was 14.0 
nnd tho case mortality about 63 percent;, 
while among the inoculated the percent- 
age attacked was 14,3 and the case mor- 
tality 50 per cent." 



Next we look for] the 189S report, and 
get a miserable extract of a few lines in 
these terras — more inconclusive than 
ever: 

"Anti-cholera inoculations were contin- 
ued at the coolie depot nt I'urulia, in 
Bengal, but it is not jiossible to say how 
far the inoculation was protective, as 
there are no complete statislict;, the Chief 
Commissioner of Assam having decided 
that it would be inexpedient to prescribe 
for preparation by the managers of tea 
gardens of the half-yearly returns to 
which allusion was made in the report 
for I.s;i7.. If auy conclusion is permissible 
froui such hgurcs as are available, it is 
decidely in favor of the operat'on." 

And there the matter rests. 

A second part of tho Parliamentary pa- 
per, entitled "Inoculation Against Ty- 
phoid," gives tho correspondence between 
the Government of India and the Secre- 
tary of State on this gaestioa; Lord Our- 
zon and his government "wrote' trora 
Simla on Slay 25 of last year, reminding 
Lord George Hamilton that on the ad- 
vice of Prof. Wright of the Army Med- 
iejil School iit Netley, they had proposed 
the e.xiierimental inoculation against on- 
terie on such British otlicer;, and soldiers 
in India and about to einhnrk for India 
ais might bo willing to submit. Lord 
Lauds(h)Wne objected, Init the experi- 
ments were carried on all the same at 
certain stations as "voluntary operations 
at private cost." 

On the facts becoming known, cn-ders 
were issued to stop and the trealnient 
wa.s abandoned. The Coniniaiider-iu- 
Chief in India at that date, the late Sir 
W. Ijockhart, however, eunsidercd the 
results of the inoculations so satisfactory 
that he reeiuumeiided the (ioveriimeiit 
to get sanction by telegraph to the cou- 
linntiiice of the experiments. The Vice- 
ro.v and Council regretted tlieir "inabil- 
it.v to furnish the actiml luimberH of the 
inoculated, together with the results, as 
no olllcial records were kept," but said 
that "over 2,0P0 men had been inocu- 
lated, and that in no case had any bad 
or unfavorable symptons foUoAved the op- 
eration. Further, only a very few Cfive 
or six) of those inoculated contracted ty- 
phoid foAer subsequently, and, with the 
exception of oae case, the disease was 
of a mild character, while in two of the 
cases tho disease was in tho stage of in- 
cubation wlien the oiieration was per- 
formed." Tin: Commander - in - Cliief 
thought that, as the liotspital admission 
rtite fur enteric had risen from IS..") jier 
1,000,000 in ISOO to ,32.4 iu 1,S07, nnd the 
death rate from 4.01 to 0.01, ever.v pre- 
caution should be taken tigainst the ter- 
rible ravages, lie said it had been "con- 
clusively i)rove(l .to the satisfaction of 
thoNc who were best competent to judge 
ot! the matter thiit anti-typhoid inocuhi- 
ti(Hi, wluMi properly carried out, achieved 
an immunity equal to or greater than 
that which accrues to a person who un- 
dergoes and TceoA-ers from an attack of 
that di.'-ease."' 

In August. bSOO, Ihe resnuiption of in- 
ocuhition, tliis time at the pnhlie expense, 
was approved, tind in >I:iri'h last the 
.Govcrunieiit of India said: "Tlie luetis- 
nro has been widely resorted to, and we 
litive hopes tlmt the results will be fjatis- 
fnctory in securing some oonsidertihlo de- 
gree of immunit.v, especially to young 
soldiers during the first years of their 
service. At tho same time, it is inter- 
esting to note the Viceroy's siiecial satis- 
faction in the appointment of Major 
Davies, a bacteriologist, "who, "since Oc- 
tober, 1897, hos rendered very valuable 
services in the .careful examination of the 
water supplies 'at a number of canton- 
ments, ond in thoroughly investigating 
the causes of disease at some of the most 
nnhealthy stations in India, and suggest- 
ing necessary reforms." There are thus 
two plans for combating typhoid in the 
army in India. Lord George Hamilton 
asked in May hist for returns as soon 
as there were sullicient datu available, 
"showing tho comparative prevalence and 
intensity of the disease among inoculated 
and uninoculated soldiers," and there the 
correspondence closes.
